AS an illustration of the wisdom of Ihis course Iwo instances

are cited by a publication devoted fo rural community and

farm improvement'. The father of a boy who had joined a 


. corn'club gave him the use of an acre of the besl land on the 


farm, with plenty of manure and everything else lo do wilh. 
The boy produced more than 100 bushels of com on his single 
acre and was allowed to keep the money il brought. He then 


•'. 
joined pig clubs and other clubs fof fostering agriculUiriil in- 
lercsts, and in vaqous contests won'more than §400 in prizes. 


.:; 
He has now engaged in tlie breeding of iiogs and'is doing well, 
and il is said that he and his father ire as "chummy as school 


•; 
boys." The other case was that of a boy who had also been 
given a chance lo do something for himself on the farm. 
He 


applied himself diligently and good crops resulted, but when 
they were harvested Ihey wenl into the general slocK, and 
when they were sold the'money went into the general slock, 
and when Ihey were sold the money wenl into his father's 
pocket. In time this boy became discouraged, ran away from 
home and secured employment in a cily. 
• 


The thing for parents lo bear in mind is thai in Ihis matter, 


as in so many others, it is not wise lo go too far in either direc- 
tion. 
II is all right to encourage boys by allowing them to 


have some interests of Iheir own and lo have the.proceeds-of 
their individual endeavors, bill care should be lakcn lo guard 
against the building up of a wheel within a wheel. The boy 
on (he farm should be langhl that his father's interests arc his 
own, 
and while he may well be allowed lo have sonic chickens, 


a calf, a pig or an acre of corii that he can call his own, he 
should never be permitted to go so far as (o feel that he is "II" 
and that it is the business of his father and the farm to serve 
him. 
H is-cqually' wrong to grind the boy down to the level of 


a hired man, 
mi mis wages. ' 


In Ihis as in other things there is a happy mean, ami the wise 


. 
father will discover il and govern himself accordingly. Farm 
boys a re .deserving of "every reasonable encouragement, and 
the best of all is that their fathers sliould.be as "chummy with 


. 
them as school boys."
